Britain today is lack of employment, resulting in a million or more men living 
in fileness. The most serious side of this unfortunate situation, however, is 
not the loss af productive wealth which this army of potential workers might 
be creating; it is not the financial drain imposed on the Government and 
Charitable organizations in providing a bure living for these men and their 
families; it is not even the amount of hardship and suffering which may be 
entailed The really serious thing is the effect on the characters and morale 
of these men forced to live in idleness, and on young children who lack sufti- 
clent nourishment to develop strong bodies.
